The question of a curfew ordinance 
ras first discussed by the Union two 
or three years ago, and again last 
Win- 


er they tried to gam the co-operation 
if the woman's clubs of the city in an 
ffort to obtain this law.

der the age of 1C to be off the streets 
after 8 o'clock in the evening from Oc- 
ober to May, and after 9 o'clock durp 
ng the remainder of the year. Thufc 
ar the law has proved very satisfactory 
o the police authorities. 
When interviewed, one of the officers 


jaid: "This law Is working well wit^i 
is and we are very much pleased with 
t." When asked if there is any more 
rouble in enforcing the law in summer 
ban in winter, he said: "There would 
naturally be a little difference, but we 
have had no trouble; \re have made 
only two arrests since the ordinance 
went into effect." 
' 
Has the law accomplished all yon 


expected?" "Yes, more than we exl- 
pec ed. There is a class of parents in 
he city who have no control over their 
chil flren, and formerly we had no au;- 
,ho ity over them, either, and it wf 
the custom of large numbers of chi 
dren from the age of eight to 16 yeai 
,o stay around the entrances to thb 
dance-halls and play-houses until 12 o|r 
1 o'clock at night; but now we have up 
more of that. We have authority to 
senid children home if we find them in 
unsuitable places at a late hour. Wb 
would not have the curfew law striclq- 
en off the book now any way. It is very 
satisfactory to us on the police force, 
and to the people in general as far as 
we can ascertain." 
, 
'Thus the curfew is a safeguard to the 


children of Bangor.

UNIVERSITY OF MAINE 


Items of Interest From the Orono In 
stitntton. 


The short catalogue of the Univer- 


sity of Maine is expected from 
the 


printers in a few days. The copy foi 
the complete catalogue is nearly ready 
and will be through the press much 
earlier than usual. This will have the 
same general form as for the last few 
years, but in some minor details there 
will be changes in arrangement. An 
nouncement will be made of a numbei 
of new courses. 


A Philological society has recently 


been organized at the University ol 
Maine. Prof. K. P. Harrington is pres- 
ident and Prof. E. B. Nichols, secre- 
tary and treasurer. Meetings will be 
held on the first Monday evening ol 
each month. 


The football season, at the University 


of Maine was fairly satisfactory finan 
cially. All biljs incurred during thi 
season have been paid, and there is a 
comfortable balance toward the pay- 
ment of the debt incurred several years 
ago. 


Speaking in regard to the-recent ac- 


tion of the students of the University 
of Maine in voting to abolish hazing 
President Harris said:~""As this result 
was brought about without any pres- 
sure from the college authorities and 
seems to have the unanimous and cor- 
dial support of the students themselves 
it is a hopeful indication that we have 
seen the end of a practice which has 
nothing to recommend it, and is 
source of anxiety to teachers and one 
that is dangerous to the students/ 
The papers signed by the students read 
as follows: "We, the undersigned 
hereby agree during our college course 
to take no part in hazing, and to use 
our influence to dissuade others from 
doing so." 


There were added to the library of 


the University of Maine, between the 
opening of the fall term and Nov. 30 
610 voluras, mainly by purchase. The 
greater portion of [these are on history 
archaeology and literature. A large 
order has just -been placed for hooka 
for the departments of chemistry 
pharmacy and mbdern languages. A

texts, and the most important Greek 
texts have been ordered for the classi- 
cal department 


The next class in mathematical draw- 


ing at the University of Maine-will use 
a texf book which is being prepared 
by Prof J. iN. Hart, the head of the 
mathematical department, in collabor- 
ation with President Harris. 


Science for Nov. 24 contains A Pre- 


liminary Note on New Meteorites from 
Allegan, Mich, and Mart, Texas, by 
Dr. Geo. P Merrill, curator of the de- 
partment of geology, United States 
National Museum, a graduate of the 
University of Maine in the class of 
"79. and a native of Auburn. Dr. Mer- 
rill is also professor of geology and 
mineralogy In Columbian university, 
Washington.

whereby prices are unduly enhanced to 
the general consumer are obnoxious 
not only to the common law, but jalso 
to the public welfare. There must be 
a remedy for the evils involved! in 
such organizations. Jf the present law 
can be extended more certainly to Kon- 
trol or check thesb monopolies' or 
trusts, it should bejdone without; de- 
lay. 
Whatever power the Congress 


possesses over this most Important 
subject should be promptly ascertained 
and asserted. 


President Harrisoii in his annual 


mesiage of December. -3, 1889, says: 
" ."'fearnest attention^should be given 
by Congress to a consideration of the 
question how far the restraint df those 
combinations of capital commonly 
called1 'Trusts' to matter of Federal 
jurisdiction. WJien organized, as they 
often are, to crush out all healthy 
competition and , to monopolize the 
production or sale of an article bf( com- 


gages in an f such combination or con- 


provides a punishment fcy 
irisonment. It invest* the 
uit courts of the 
United 


States with jurisdiction to prevent and 


olatlons of the act. and 


makes it th ; duty of the several United 
States Dist ict Attorneys, under the 
direction o the Atorney General to in- 
stitute pto eedings in equity to pre- 
•ent and restrain such violations. It 
urther confers upon any person who 
shall be iijjured in his business or 
property b^ any, other person or cor- 
loration by reason1 of anything for- 
bidden or Declared to be unlawful liy 
the act, the power to sue thbrefor in 
any circuit] court of the United States 
without respect to the amount in con- 
troversy and to recover three-fold the 
damages by him sustained and 
the 


costs of the suit, including reasonable 
attorney fees. 
It will be perceived 


that the act is aimed at every kind of 
combination in the nature of a trust or 
monopoly in restraint of interstate or 
International commerce.

The prosecution, by 'the United 


States of offenses under the 
act of 


1890 has been frequently resorted to in. 
the Federal courts, and notable efforts 
in the i restraint of interstate com- 
merce ! such as the trans-Missouri 
^Freight Association and the 
Joint 


Traffic Association have been success- 
fully opposed and suppressed. 


President' Cleveland in hia annual 


message, of December 7, 1896—more 
than six years subsequent to the enact- 
ment of I this law—after stating the 
evils df'these trust combinations, says:

are beneficial and necessary 'to the 
business prosperity of 
thq country. 


The great diversity of treatment In 
different states arising from this cause 
and the intimate relations of. all parts 
of the country to each other without 
regarding state lines in the conduct 
of business h'ave made the enforcement 
of -state laws difficult. 


It is apparent t.iat ^inifornmy of leg- 


islation upon this subject in the sev- 
eral states is much t(ji be desired. It is 
to be -hoped that such 
uniformity 


founut-d in a wise and just discrimina- 
tion -between what is injurious and' 
what Iis useful .and necessary in busi- 
rfe'ss operations may be obtained, an;l 
" thjlt means may-be found for the Con- 
*>.giess within the limitations of its con- 


stitut^ona! power to so supplement an 
^effective code -of state legislation as to 
!n\ake! a complete system o( laws 
throughout the United States adequate 
to compel a general obseryance of the 
salutary rules to. which I have referred. 


Thfl^whole question is so important 


and .firr-reaching that I am sure no

It seems to me to fol- 
low, in this state of the law, that the 
officers of the state charged with police 
and judicial powers • in such cases 
must in the consideration of interna- 
tional questions growing out of such 
Incidents tie regarded in such sense as 
Federal agents as to make this gov- 
ernment answerable for their acts in 
cases where it would be answerable if 
the United States had used its consti- 
tutional power to define and punish 
crimes against treaty rights."

A bill to provide for the punishment 


of violations of treaty rights of-aliens 
was introduced in the Senate March 1, 
1892, and reported favorably March 30. 
Having doubtless in view the lan- 
guage of that part of Article III. of 
the treaty of February 26, 187V be- 
tween the United States and Italy, 
which stipulates that "the citizens of 
each of the contracting parties shall 
receive in the states and territories'of 
the other, most constant protection 
and security for their persons and 
property,: and shall enjoy in this re- 
spect the same rights and privileges 
as are or shall he granted to the na- 
tives, on their submitting themselves 
to the conditions imposed upon the na- 
tives," the bill so introduced and re- 
ported provided that any act com- 
mitted in a state or s territory of the 
United States in violation of the 
rights of a citizen or subject of a for- 
eign country secured to such citizen or 
subject by treaty between the United

I earnestly recommend that the sub-

If 
such jealous solicitude be shown .for 
alien rights in cases of merely civil 
and pecuniary import, how much 
greater should be the public duty to 
take cognizance of matters affecting 
the life and the rights of aliens under 
the settled principles of international 
law no less than under treaty stipula- 
tion, in cases of such transcendent 
wrong-doing as mob-murder, and es- 
pecially when experience has shown 
that local justice is too often helpless 
to punish the offenders. 


After many years of endeavor on the 
part of this Government to that end 
the Italian Government has consented 
to enter into negotiations for a natu- 
ralization convention having for one 
of its objects the regulation of the 
status of Italians (except those of an 
age for active military service) who 
having been naturalized in the United 
States, may re-visit Italy.

The Grand Army of the Republic at 


Its recent national encampment held In 
Philadelphia has brought to my atten-

affairs which confronted our commis- 
sioners on their arrival in Manila. They 
had come with the hope and intention 
of co-operating with Admiral' Dewey 
and Major-General Otis In establishing 
peace and order in the Archipelago 
and the largest measure of self-govern- 
ment compatible with the true welfare 
of the people. 
What they actually 


found can best be set forth In their own 
words: 
"Deplorable as war is, the one In 


which we are now engaged was una- 
voidable by us. We were attacked by 
a bold, adventurous, and enthusiastic 
e»my.

freedom and order and peace in the 
Philippines. The insurrection Is still 
existing, and when it terminates 
further information will be required a^ 
to the actual condition of affairs be- 
fore inaugurating a permanent scheme 
of civil government. 
The full report 


of the commission, now in preparation, 
will contain Information and sugges- 
tions which will be of value to Con-

should not begin by the establishment 
of one Central civil government for 
all the islands, with its seat at Ma- 
nila, but rather that the work should 
be commenced by building up 
from 


tbe bottom, first establishing muni- 
cipal governments and then provin- 
cial governments, a central govern- 
ment at last to follow. 


Until Congress shall have made 


known the formal expression of its will 
I shall use the authority vested In me 
by the constitution and the statutes to 
uphold!the sovereignty of the United 
States in these distant Islands as in all 
other places where our flag rightfully 
floats. 
I shall put at the disposal of 


the' army and navy all the means 
which the liberality of Congress and 
the people have provided to cause this 
unprovoked and wasteful insurrection 
to cease. If any orders of mine were 
required to insure the merciful conduct 
of military and naval operations, they 
would not be lacking; but every step 
of the progress of our troops has been 
marked by a humanity which haa sur- 
prised even the misguided Insurgents 
The truest kindness to them will be a 
swift 
and effective defeat of their 


present leader. 
The hour of victory 


will be the hour of clemency and re- 
construction. 


No effort wil be spared to bulid tfp 


the waste places desolated by war and 
by'long long years of misgovernment. 
We shall not wait for the end of strife

• THE BENEPICENJT WORK. 


We shall continue, as we have begun, 
to open the schools and the churches, 
to set the courts in operation, to foster 
industry and trade and agriculture, 
and in every way in our power to make 
these people whom Providence 
has 


brought within our jurisdiction feel 
lhat It is their liberty, and not our 
power, their welfare and not our gain, 
we are seeking to enchance.

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS 


at present occupy under the joint reso- 
lution of annexation approved July 7, 
1898. 
While by that resolution the re- 


public of Hawaii, as an independent 
nation was extinguished, its separate 
sovereignty destroyed, and Its property 
and possessions vested In the United 
States, yet a complete establishment 
for its government under our system 
was not effected. While the munici- 
pal laws pf the islands not enacted for 
the fulfillment of treaties and not In- 
consistent with the joint resolution or 
contrary to the 
constitution ot the 


United States or any of its treaties re- 
main In force, yet these laws relate 
only to the social and internal affairs 
ot tbe islands, and do not touch many 
subjects of Importance which are of a 
broader national character. 
For ex- 


ample, the Hawaiian republic was di- 
vested ot all title to the public lands In 
the Islands, and Is not only unable to 
dispose of lands to settlers desiring 
to take up hometead sites, but Is with- 
out power to give complete title In 
cases where lands have been entered 
upon under Jease or other conditions 
which cary with them the Tight to the 
purchaser, lessee or settler to'have a 
full title granted to him upon com- 
pliance with the conditions prescribed 
by law or by his particular agreement 
ot entry.

c retion of the appointing officer, than

The 
order provides for the filling of a much 
larger number of places, mainly in the 
outside service of the war department, 
by what is known as the registration 
system, under regulations to be ap- 
proved by the President, similar to 
those which have produced such ad- 
mirable results in the navy yard ser- 
vice.

The results attained 
show that under their operation the 
publicj service has improved and that 
the civil service system is relieved of 
many objectionable features* which 
hertofore subjected it to just criticism 
and the administrative officers to the 
charge of unbusinesslike methods in 
the conduct of public affairs. It is be- 
lieved that the merit system has been 
greatly strengthened and it's perma- 
nence assured. It will be my constant 
aim in the administration of govern- 
ment in our new possessions to make 
fitness, character and merit essential 
to appointment to office, and to give to 
the capable and deserving inhabitants 
preference in appointments. 


CONCLUSION. 


The 14th of December will be the one
